8. (Original) 'Ilie device of claim 7, wherein said piece of equipment has an 
operator, said operator being able to attach said device to the rail panel, lift the rail panel, and 
transi>ort the rail panel without additional human assistance. 

9. (Original) The device of claim 8, wherein said device can be attached to the rail 
panel at a jwini offset from a center of the panel.

a frame cojnfigured to be mounted on a rail panel, the rail panel having a Ijrst and 
a second spaced apart rail, the first rail being parallel to and linked to the second rail; 

a plurality of hydraulically operated pins coupled to said frame at^diffcrcnt 
locatioiisjDiUhc^^^^ when said hydraulically operated pins are acluatcd,

17. (Original) The system of claim 16, wherein said piece of equipment provides 
hydrciulic power to said hydraulically operated pins. 

18. (Original) The system of claim 16, further comprising a rotator connected to said 
frame, wherein said piece of equipment provides hydmulic power lo said hydraulically operated 
pins and to said rolator. 

19. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 16, wherein said frame has furthe r 
eoi»t^i5e5-no(ches sized and configured such that the llrst and second rails fit within respective 
notclics when soid frame is in contact wilh the first and second rails. 
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20. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 16, furthering comprising: 

a llrtit hydraulic assemb ly cylinder localed at. a firiil end of said frame, said first 
hydraulic assei)ib) y eyj-mtfe^e-being connected to a first pair of said pins; iuid 

a second hydraulic assembly cylinder located at a second end of said frame, said 
second hydraulic assembly cylind e r b eing connected to a second pair of said pins; 

wherein, upon actuation, said first hydraulic assembly cylinder forces said first 
pair of pins into contact with an inside surface of each of the first and second rails and said 
second hydrnnlic assembly cylind e r forces said second pair of pins into contact with an inside 
surface of each of the first nnd second rails» thus fixing said frame to the rails. 

21- (Original) The system of claim 20, wherein said pins comprise metal having a 

ditimcicr of at least 2 inches. 

22. (Original) 'I'hc system of claim 20, wherein said piece of equipment has an 
operator^ said operator being able to attach said device to the rail panel, lift the rail panel» and 
transport the rail panel without addititmal human assistance. 

23. (Original) The system of claim 22» wherein said device can be atlached to the rail 
panel at a point offset from a center of the panel. 
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24. (Currenily Amended) A device for gi'abbing and moving a rail panel, the rail 
panel having a-Ilrst and-a second spaced apart rails, the first rail being parallel to and linked to 
the second rail, the device comprising: 

a frame configured to be mounted on a rail panel, the rail panel liaving a fust and 
a second spaced apart rail, the first rail being parallel to the f^ccond rail, the frame having a length 
andbchig configured to receive portions ofthe (irst and second parallel rails in respective 
poTtinns ofiho frame, wherein the frame is capable of being mounted on the rails; and 

a first p lurality of moveable elements coupled to a first end of said frame- 

scqond plural itv of moveable elements coupled to a secon d end of said Jrame^ 

a first hydraulic asscmbl v c oupled to the first plurality of moveable elements and 
the first end ofthe frame: and 

a secon d hydraulic assembly coupled to the second pluralitv of moveable 
el^nionts aiid to t he second end ofthe frame, each ofthe first and second p turaUty„olVmovcablc 
glcnic nts configured to move outwardly in order to con tact the inside su rface ofthe parallel ra ils 
of Jhejnjl as^scnibljLsuch that, when said moveable elements contact the parallel rails, the device 
is fixed to the rails. 

25. (Currently Amended) I hc device of claim 24, wherein said frame has -twtber 
comprises-notchcs sized and configured such that the firet and second rails fit wlhin said notches 
when said frame is mounted on the first and second rails. 
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26, (Currently Amended) The device of claim 25, wherein said moveable clcmcnls 
compriiie: 

a first pair of nins, t he first mir ofnins being cQnn cctc.d_toJhe-a first hydraulic

wlierein, when said hydraulic aliy opcraied pins assemblies arc actuated, said first 
hydraulic assembly e ytmde^forces said first pair of pins into contact with each of the first and 
second rails, and svl ioroin, when aaid hydraulicaliy opera ted pins arc actuaiod, said second 
hydraulic asscn\bly e>4^rKlef^forces said second pair of pins into contact with each ofihe first and 
second rails, thus fixuig said frame to the rails. 

27. (Original) I'hc device of claim 24, further comprising a piece of equipment capable 
of lilting and moving said frame when said frame is attached to llie rails, and wherein said piece 
of equipment has an operator, said operator being able to attach said device to the rail panel, lift 
the rail panel, and transport the rail panel without additional human assistance. 
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28. (New) A device for grabbing and Iransponing a rail panel, the rail panel having lirst 
and second spaced-apart mils, Ihe first rail being parallel lo the second rail, the device 
comprising: 

a frame conrigured to be mounled on the rail panel, the frame having a length; 

a plurality of moveable elements coupled to said frame, said plurality of moveable 
Clements being configured to move outwardly in order to contact respective first and second 
rails, such that when said plurality of moveable elements move outwardly, said device becomes 
sufficiently fixed lo the first and second rails such that the rail panel can be lifted by lifting the 
device, wherein Ihc device is configared such that a portion of said frame is located between said 
first and second rails when said frame is fixed to said rails; and 

a mechanism configured to move said plurality of elements outwardly willi 
respect to said portion of said frame located between said first and second rails. 

29. (New) The device of claim 28, wherein said frame has notches that arc sized and 
C(Mi figured such that the first and second rails fit within respective notches when said frame is in 
contact with the first and second rails. 

30. (New) The device of claim 28, wherein said moveable elements comprise pins that 
selectively extend outwardly from the frame in order to contact respective first and second 
parallel rails. 
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31. (New) The device of claim 28, wherein said mechanism for moving said elements 
oulwnrdly C(miprist!S a first hydraulic assembly coupled to the frame and to a first plurality of 
moveable elements coupled to said frame. 

32. (New) The device of claim 31, wherein said mech^inism Ibr moving said elements 
further comprises h second hydraulic assembly coupled to the frame and to a second plurality of 
moveable elements coupled to said framc. 

33. (New) A device as recited in claim 1, wherein said moveable elements comprise a 
first pair of pins and a second pair of pins. 

34. (New) A device as recited in claim 1, further comprising a meclianism coupled to 
said fnunc for moving said moveable elements with respect to said frame. 

35 » (New) 'i he device of claim 34, wherein said mechanism comprises a hydraulic 
assembly. 

36- (New) A device as recited in claim 10, wherein said first plurality of hydrauHeally 
operated elements comprises a first plurality of pins, said second plurality of hydraulically 
operated elements comprises a second pair of pins, and wherein said first and second hydraulic 
assemblies comprise first and second hydraulic cylinders, respectively, wherein, upon actuation, 
said first hydraulic cylinder forces said first pair of pins into contact with an inside surface of 
each of the first and second rails, and said second hydraulic cylinder forces said second pair of 
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pias imo coiunct wiih an inside surface of each of the first aiid second rails, thereby fixing said 
rraaie to the r^nls. 

37. (New) The device of ciciini 5, wherein the rail panel has a length, and wherein the 
(irst pair of pins arc sitnalcd so as 10 cont£ict a first location on the length of the rail panel, and 
the second pnir of pins are situaied so as to contact a second location on the Icngdi of the rail 
panel, the second location being different from the first. 
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38, (New) A device for grabbing a rail panel, the rail panel having a length. Ihe rail 
panel comprising a first and a second spaced apart rail, Ihc first rail being parallel to and linked 
to Ihc second rail, Ihe grabbing device comprising: 

a frame configured U) be mounted on the rail panel; and 

a plurality of moveable elements coupled to said frame, said moveable elements 
being confisurcd to move outv^ardly in order to contact respective first and second parallel rails 
of llic rail panel, vvherein a first plurality of the moveable elements arc located so as to contact a 
lirsl location on tlie length of Lhc rail panel, ajid a second pluralily of the moveable elements arc 
located so as to contact a second location on the length of the rail panels the second location 
being different from the first location, wherein, when said first and second pluralily of moveable 
element.*? move outwardly, said device is fixed to the first and second rails. 

39, (New) The device of claim 38, wherein the first and second plurality of moveable 
elements are e;ich a plurality of hydraulieally operated pins, 

40, (New) The device of claim 39, wherein the plurality of hydratdically operated 
pins comprise a fir?5l pair of pins and a second pair of pins, wherein the first pair of pins contact 
tlic first location on lhc length of the rail panel, and lhc second pair of pins contact the second 
location on the length uf the rail panel- 
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41. (New) 'I'hc device of claim 40, further comprising a first hydraulic assembly 
coupled to the frame for moving the first pair of pins and a second hydniulic assembly coupled to 
the frame for moving the second pair of pins. 

42. (New) The device of claim 38, wherein the frame has a first and a second spaced 
ixpi\r\ beam, the first beam being parallel to the second beam- 
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
